If Thav's mother fails to persuade 


her son that it is for his best interest 
to accept the opinion that an insan- 
ity defense is the only one to save 
him from the electric chair her law- 
yers will then appear 
before a su- 


preme court justice, armed with the 
reports of the alienists, and ask for 
the appointment of a commission. It 
may he that prior to this proceeding 
she will go before the court and seak 
appointment as a guardian 
of her 


son's person on the ground that he is 
mentally incompetent 
arid without 


funds. Should the courts appoint her 
as guardian she would be in position 
to ask for the appointment of a san- 
ity commission. 


While the Stanford White family 


•will take no direct action or make no 
co-operative move with the 
Thaw 


family in the appointment of a, com- 
mission, it is understood 
that they 


will not oppose the appointment of a 
commission. 


Mrs. Stanford White will leave for 


Europe early in August, and it is un- 
derstood that she will remain abroad 
until after the Thaw case aas been 
disposed of.

Speaking of public abuses and remedies, his eminence said: 


"A broad, liberal discussion and a full examination of the prevalent 


abuses and causes, fixing the respond ibilties and disclosing criminality are 
doing muph to remedy those abuses and to bring business back to the point 
of safety. 
Social morality depends u pon something 
more. 
The family, 


which is the foundation Of society, is the source to whi€h we must look for 
its purification. The great scandals and crimes that are now exciting pub- 
lic comment can be traced directly to the law of society, in the family re- 
lations. 
Until the sanctity of family ties is more generally recognized, I 


can see little hope for improvement. 
A large increase in the number of 


suicides seems duesta these causes co mbrned "

CIRCULARS ISSUED BY JDNTA 


ASSERT PRODUCTIVE INDUSTRIES IN 


FOREIGNER'S BANDS 


Advise That Foreigners, Principally 


Americans De Driven Oat of 


Country, 


Laredo, Tex., July 21.—For some 


time past rumors have been rife in 
almost all of the large cities in Mex- 
ico which may portend anything from 
a great strike of the 
laboring ele- 


ment to a revolution against the ad- 
ministration of President Diaz. Opin- 
ion is divided as to what the result 
will be, but enough credence is 
placed in the rumors to cause much 
uneasiness, and steps will be taksn 
to meet any contingency which may 
arise. Circulars have 
been posted 


in Monterey, Saltillo, San Luis PototsI 
and other large cities throughout the 
republic warning all 
foreigners 
to 


leave the country before September 
16, the independence day of the 
re- 


public. 


The circular says 
in 
substance:' 


"We desire Mexico for the Mexicans 
and warn all foreigners that if they 
do not leave the country by Septem- 
ber 16 they will be 'driven into the- 
sea.'" 


Continuing, the circular says: "The 


principal industries and business of 
the republic are in the hands of for- 
eigners, principally Americans. 
The 


railroads, 
although they 
apparent- 


ly belong to the nation, are the ex- 
clusive property of Americans; 
the 


Americans direct them. The mining 
industry is largely controlled by the 
foreign 
element, and onr nation, 


heretofore independent, is being made 
the servant of foreign capital. Wa 
are on the border of an abyss and a 
great catastrophe menaces us unless 
we force all foreigners out of th» 
country and give our own people a 
chance." 


The Mexican government does not 


fear any serious trouble, notwith- 
standing the posting of these circu- 
lars, and will be fully able to cope 
with any contingency which may 
arise. 


Americans Leaving. 


New 
Orleans, 
July 21.—Seven 


Americans who left Mexico becaute 
of the threats against foreigners 
passed through New Orleans. Witfc. 
them were their wives and children, 
making altogether a party of 25 par- 
sons. Some of them said that al- 
though they Intend to return to Mexi- 
co if the present anti-foreign move- 
ment subsides, they do not now con- 
sider the central and northern por- 
tions of the country safe for Amert« 
cans.

Regarding the Proposed Address to 


the Russian People. 


LOWER HOUSE HUMILIATED 


Sick of Their Action and Willing to 


Drop the Whole Matter If the Gov- 
ernment Is So Minded—Newspapers 
Suppressed and Police Attacked by 
Angry Crowd. 


St. Petersburg, July 21.—The low- 


er house of parliament took no fur- 
ther action regarding the proposed 
address to the people The Constitu- 
tional Democratic members appeared 
to be heartily sick of the whole epi- 
sode and anxious to- di op the subject 
if the government is so minded, and 
there is a disposition to shelve the 
address by indefinite postponment of 
the question as to the manner of its 
publication. Prof. MiluKofl" and other 
leaders of the Constitutional Demo- 
cratic party carefully pointed out that 
the document is not technically an 
appeal directed specifically 
to 
the 


people, but might be considered as 
an "explanation," addressed 
to no- 


body in particular, 
and 
from 
this 


standpoint harmless. 


There is no question that the fiasco 


has enorjnously shaken the 
prestige 


of the Constitutional Democrats and 
the leaders of that party are crestfal- 
len over having been induced to play 
with 
such 
edged tools. Professor 


Milukoff, M. Struve and others 
ad- 


mitted frankly that one effect will be 
to postpone to the dim future the ad- 
vent of a Constitutional Democratic 
ministry, as the vote on the adoption 
of the address showed that the party 
was actually in the minority in the 
house and too weak to control the 
situation when faced by the 
com- 


bined opposition o£^the Right and Left 
to any measure. 
* 


Prof. Milukoff said that he believed 


there was no longer any reason to 
apprehend the dissolution of parlia- 
ment, as the government would rath- 
er seek to profit by its dissensions. 
The Peterhof circles aie reported to 
be jubilant over -the discomilture of 
the Constitutional Democrats. 


Newspapers Suppressed. 


St. Petersburg, July 21.—The re- 


sentment oeca'sioned by the 
whole- 


sale suppression of newspapers and 
the closing of the printing establish- 
ments led to disorders this evening. 
A large crowd stoned the mounted po- 
lice in the vicinit} of the Stosnossen- 
sky Prospect, and some stones were 
also thrown at a small detachment Of 
cavalry. Other parties of cavalry soon 
arrived from all diiections. The atti- 
tude of the crowd was menacing and 
the cavalry twice fired volleys 
of 


blank cartridges before the mob dis- 
persed. As M. Solomka, the chief ed- 
itor of the Misla, one of the suppress- 
ed papers, is a member of parliament, 
M. Moroumtseff and Prince 
Shakoff- 


skoi, respectively president and sec- 
retary of the lower house, immediate- 
ly communicated with the prefect ot 
police and demanded and received as- 
surances that M. Solomka should not 
be arrested. A demonstration oc- 
curred when the police appeared to 
seal the printing establishment of the 
Misla in the heart of St. Petersburg. 
The stone throwers escaped

nually. The licorice plant is hardy as 
far north as Pennyslvania. The entire 
American demand for pepper could be 
satisfied if American farmers would 
give proper attention to the raising of 
that condiment Many plants regarded 
as weeds have many valuable medicin- 
al properties and might be cultivated 
at a profit 
The department of ag- 


riculture has for many years urged de- 
velopment of such lines of enterprise; 
it may be that in time agriculturists 
who are not too conservative will car- 
ry some of its suggestions to a profit- 
able result.

PEACE TREATY 


IS SIGNED 


State Department So Advised by the 


American Minister. 


DETAILS NOT MADE PUBLIC 


Message Forwarded by the Ministers 


Present at the Meeting Anxiously 
Awaited by the Washington Gov- 
ernment—Negotiations 
Conducted 


on Board an American Warship. 


Washington, July 21.—-The state de- 


partment was advised of the signing 
of the treaty of peace by the represen- 
tatives of the belligerent 
republics 


aboard the Marblehead. A cablegram 
was received from Mr. Meny, the 
American minister to Salvador, Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua, announcing that 
a treaty of peace had been signed on 
board the American warship. In his 
message Mr. Merry referred to a joint 
message sent by himself 
and 
Mr. 


Combs, the American minister to Guat- 
emala and Honduras, which message 
had not reached the state depart- 
partment. This message, it is be- 
lieved, gives details as to the 
con- 


clusions reached and is awaited anx- 
iously by the officials here. The de- 
partment has no advices as to "the 
details of this treaty or the extent 
of the settlement of the question.

The Central American war, which 


bade fair to involve four or more re- 
publics in addition to the two origi- 
nally concerned, Salvador and Guat- 
emala, began in May with the depar- 
ture of expeditions from Salvador to 
assist a Guatemalan revolution under 
the leadership of General Toledo. En- 
gagements with varying results were 
fought between the insurrectionary 
forces and those of the government of 
Guatemala until Salvador 
formally 


entered the conflict A little later a 
Guatemalan force entered Honduras. 
the result being to array that republic 
on the side of Salvador. 


From the moment the trouble pass- 


ed beyond the phase of an Internal 
disturbance the government at Wash- 
ington set about instituting measuies 
for the reestablishment of peace. The 
cruiser Marblehead was ordered from 
Panama to La Libertad, with direc- 
tions to report to Leslie Combs. Amer- 
ican minister to Guatemala and Hon- 
duras. and Mr. Combs and Mr. Mer- 
ry, minister to Costa Rica and Salva- 
dor. were instructed to use their best 
endeavors with the belligerents to 
bring the war to a close. At the 
same iime David E. Thompson, Amer- 
ican ambassador to Mexico, was in- 
structed to make such representations 
to the Mexican government as might 
enlist its efforts for the same end 
Mexico's desire for peace between its 
neighbors being well known Mexico 
entered heartily into the project, and 
its 
diplomatic representatives 
in 


Guatemala and Salvador were in- 
structed to co-operate t\ith Ministers 
Merry and Combs. Guatemala. 
Sal- 


vador and Honduras agreed to an ar- 
mistice in order that representatives 
of Those goierntnents might mod wilh 
the American and M^^iran diplomats 
on board the cnn-^r MarNehead 1o 
consider terms tor a tr<~at\ of peace.

smallest in seveuil years. 


A change in program for the Demo- 


cratic convention this year was or- 
dered a year ago, and the order of 
business will be similar to the long 
established program of 
Republican 


conventions. 
The 
convention 
will 


require two 
days. Delegates 
will 


meet by congressional groups in Co- 
lumbus at 2 p. m, Aug. 21-, to elect 
their representatives on committees; 
the convention will be called to order 
at 4 p. m. for temporary organization 
and the reports from the 
congres- 


sional district caucuses. Next day 
the committees will report and the 
ticket will be nominated. 


A similar program will be followed 


by the Republican convention at Day- 
ton Sept 11 and 12. 


Judge McCann of Dayton, as tem- 


porary chairman of the Democratic 
convention, will 
sound the keynote 


for his party. • Governor Herrick will 
perform a like 'service for his party 
at the Dayton convention. 


In all probability the temporary or- 


ganization of the Democratic conven-

Bert S. Bartlow, for sergeant-at-arms, 
will be made permanent. 


According to ^ custom the Repub- 


licans will hay^two men serve as 
chairmen, it being the plan to have 
Governor Harris act as permanent 
chairman, the rest of the temporary 
organization to be continued viz, 
John R. Malloy for secretary and 
Richard Gilson for sergeant-at-arms. 


Bartlow is sergeant-at-arms of the 


Ohio senate.

Both conventions being held late 


not only serve to select candidates, 
but will also take on the significance 
of formal campaign openings.

Engine Beyond Control.
